TENEMENT HORROR ON 
NEW YORK'S EAST SIDE. 


Fourteen Persons Killed and ‘Nearly a 


Score Injurea 


During a Fire. 


Victims Mostly Women and Children Who Were Un- 
able to Escape from Blazing Building, Where They 
. Were Aslecp When the Flames Started — Arrest of 


the Owner and Others.

netrly a score injured = in 
a fire in a_ five-story double 
tenement in Attorney street, early this 
morning. The dead include four 
women, one man and nine children, 
ranging from 3 months to 12 years. 
Many of the injured were taken to 
hoepitais. It is thought that several 
of these will die. Among the injured 
were five firemen who were in a fourth- 
floor baicony when it fell with them. 
The small number of men among the 
killed and injured was due to the fact 
that most, of the men who lived in the 
building following the Attoraey-street 
custom in hot weather, were asleep 
on the roof, while but few of the 
women and children were there. Those 
on the roof were unable to escape by 
descending through the burning build- 
ing. bnt made their way to safety over 
neighboring roofs. Meanwhile the 
members of their family who had re- 
mained in the rooms found escape cut 
off, and panic reigned throughout the 


structure. 

The fire started about 3 o'clock in the 
morning, and there was much delay in 
sounding an alarm, although the dis- 
trict is one of the most thickly popu-

York. When the firemen reached the 
scene, some of the tenants were jump- 
ing from the windows and from the 
ends of the fire escape that reached 
only to the second floor. Others were 
crouching in the smoke in the small 
rooms and narrow halls. 

The fire is supposed to have been 
caused by the-explosion of a lamp that 
had boon left to light the hall on the 
second floor, and the sleeping tenants 
were not aroused until the hallway was 
ablaze and escape through the build- 
ing cut off. The fire was soon extin- 
guished, and the search for the dead 
began . Most of the dead were found 
on the two upper floors. 

While the search of the building was 
going on, four firemen were at work 
on a fourth-floor balcony when it gave 
way. Another fireman on the balcony 
on the floor below was also carried 
down and was probably fatally injured. 
The other four were badly hurt, but 
will recover. Two of them fell upon

“Third—The Korean government shall 
previeusiy consult the Japanese gov- 
ernment in concluding treaties and con- 
ventions with foreign powers, and in 
dealing with other important § diplo- 
matic affaires, such as the granting of 
copcersions to.or the making of contracts 
with foreigners.” 

The Japanese government explained 
the foregoing egreement to the repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press as 
follows: 

“This agreement fs nothing more than 
a natural and logical sequence to the 
protocol of February 23. It will be re- 
membered that in this protocol the Jap- 
anese government undertook to give 
advice to the Korean government with 
regard to improvements of adminis- 
tration, which advice the latter agreed 
to accept with full confidence. The 
financial embarrassment of the Korean 
government has been in the past a 
constant cause of internal trouble, and 
the chief hindrance to the development 
of foreign commerce. This @erious 
pect of Korean administration natur- 
ally attracted the first attention of the 
Japanese government, 

“It will be remembered further that 
in the protocol it was stipulated that 
in case the welfare of the imperial 
house of Korea or the territortal in-

‘These measures to control Korean 
firance and Korean foreign intercourse 
co not In any way interfere with the 
fu1l operation and validity of Korea's 
existing treaties. 

“Article No. 3\i8 not Intended to 
piace an impediment upon the legiti- 
mate enterprise of foreigners in the 
sphere of commerce and industry, but 
is calculated to serve as a precaution 
against the conclusion of improvident 
and dangerous engagements which, in 
the past, often have proved to be 
sources of serious complications, such 
as was shown conspicuvusly in the case 
of the Russian lease at Yongampho.”

THE VERY LATEST. 


WAR NEWS AFTER MIDNIGHT. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 56.—Assocl- 
ated Press Headquarters. The only di- 
rect news from the seat of war bear- 
ing Sunday's date came by way of 
Tokio in a report from Field Marshal 
Oyama, saying that Liao Yang fell com. 


pletely Into the hands of the Jap- 
anese at nine o'ciock on that 
morning; that the Japanese  cas- 


ualties wer: believed to be heavy, 
and that nothing was known by the 
Japanese concerning conditions on the 
right bank of the Taitse River. 

The only comfort for the Russians 
at home was the news conveyed in a 
report from Gen. Kouropatkin, dated 
Saturday afternoon, that Gen. Stakel- 
berg’s First Russian Army Corps of 
25,000 men, reported Saturday as hav- 
ing been cut off to the westward of 
Iiao Yang, had been safely extricaied, 
and that the corps had succeeded in 
joining the main Russian body on the 
right bank of the river, but no details 
of the escape of Stakelberg were 
known. 

Gen. Kouropatkin also reported that 
the greater portion of his army was, 
at the time of filing the report, south 
of Yentai, ten miles northeast of Liao 
Yang ard a few miles from the Yen- 
tal mines, where fierce fighting had 
been in progress. 

It is indicated that there has been a 
cessation of the flerce fighting. Kouro- 
petkin reports that his men were not 
being much interfered with by the 
Japanese in the neighborhood of his 
army. 

In- St. Petersburg, the absence of 
news is looked upon as heightening ‘he 
gravity of the situation of tre Russians. 

It was reported in St. Petersburg 
Sunday night that Kouropatkin had er- 
rived at Tiehling, which is ten miles 
north of Yentail and eighteen miles 
south of Mukden.

A THRILL OF AWE. 

The bravery of both the opposing 
forces excites here a thrill of admira- 
tion mixed with awe. Steeped as FEng- 
lish military critics are in the histo- 
ries of their own wars for centuries 
past, the combination of fanaticism 
and scence displayed under modern 
conditions of warfare around Liao 
Yang strikes for them a new and al- 
most terrible note. ; 

“All we know,” says the Daily 
Graphic, “is that the battle of Liao 
Lang has been fought and won by the 
Japanese. We have yet to learn the 


Kouropatkin's position is generally 
held to be still desperate, but as the 
Daily News says, the latest cable- 
grams point to the fact that the Jap- 
anese have_“‘lost the chance of achiev- 
ing an unequivocal triumph.” 

The Morning Post pays a high trib- 
ute to Kouropatkin's genius and to the 
traditional morale of the Russian 
troops under the disadvantages of de- 
feat.

“The Russians’ immense tosses in 
men and guns and their supreme ex- 
ample of discipline and determination, 
concentrating with unshaken firmness 
for another fight, count,” according to 
the Daily Telegraph, “for no more than 
the superhuman prodigies of: courage 
and tenacity performed by the Japa- 
nese, unless something more has been 
achieved than is shown tn the late 
dispatches.” 

The Standard characterizes Kouro- 
patkin's transport of his og across 
the “wide and flooded Taitse River in 
the face of a pursuing enemy.” as a 
remarkable feat. and voices the gen-

BAFFLING THE 


Port Arthur’s ‘‘Little Brothers’’ 
Stand off Terrific Attillery Assaults.

HEFOO, Sept. 4 110 p.m—([By 
Cable.| The second general 

assault on Port Arthur assumed 
crushing proportions August 27, and 
continued undbated until the morning 
of August 34 when the Japanese re- 
tired everywhere. except from Palichu- 
ang, which they have apparently firmiy 
secured, 

This information cofmes from a Chi- 
newe messenger sent to Port Arthur by 
the Associated Press, and it confirms 
previous fragmentary advices. The 
messenger adds that I[tzshan was re- 
attacked August 30 with gneat fury, but 
the Japanese were unable to secure 4 
position. | 

Another Chinese, who departed from 
Port Arthur, September 2, says that a 
fierce assault was made on the left flank 
at 3 o'clock in the morning of that day. 
The assault lasted until 6 a.m., when 
the Japanese retired. The bombard- 
ment then recommenced, the Japanese 
firing chiefly from Suishiying and 
Palichuang, the Russians from Atzshan. 

The Japanese losses, according to the 
Russian estimate, were 8000 during the 
four days from August 27 to August 
31. The Russian losses are placed at 
2000. During the assault: shells from 
the field guns and rifie bullets fell in 
the city. The Russian ships in the har- 
bor participated occasionally in the 4r- 


ing. 

A reliable authority in touch with 
events at Port Arthur declares that a 
week ago, the garrison numbered .p- 
proximately fifteen thousand. Accept- 
ing the Chinese report of the recent 
losses, the efficient men now number 
twelve thousand. 

The past week's advices confirm pre-

He escaped Thursday and board- 
ed a junk, which was promptly over- 
bauled by Japanese torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers. Finding seven copies of the 
Port Arthur Novikrai concealed on the 
messenger, the Japanese took him to 
Dalny, where he claims that he’ was 
beaten and suspended by the queue 
for the purpose of compelling him to 
a:imit that he was a spy.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 4.—The 
four-masted British ship Drumburton, 
Capt. William G. Thomas, lies pinioned 
on the sharp rocks off Point San 
‘Pedro, thirteen miles or so below the 
Cliff House, where her big iron hull 
is destined to remain until the storms 
and heavy seas of the coming winter 
crush it to fragments. The wreck of 
the Drumburton is the result of the 
dense fog that hung over the coast 
all day Saturday, with treacherous 
ocean currents. She will be a total 
wreck, and all that can be saved is her 
sails and rigging and such other port- 
able property as may be transferred 
to’a lighter. The remarkable circum- 
Stance attending the wreck is that 
there was no loss of life, no hardship 
to the officers and crew beyond the 
weary all-night vigil and the labor ut- 
tending the constant bailing of the 
ship's three boats, which started to 
leak at every seam when lowered into 
the water. 

The Drumburton sailed from this 
port yesterday morning in  baliast, 
bound for Puget Sound to load cargo 
for Valparaiso. She is valued at $45,- 
000 and is insured for $38,000. For the 
past eight months she has been lying 
idle at Oakland. She belongs to the 
Western Commercial Company of this 
city, and was under charter to Ren- 
ton Holmes & Co. Her crew consisted 
of twenty-four men.

BISHOP GRANT FINDS A WAY TO 
AVOID TIME LIMIT 


o---— 


Popular Dr. J. E. Edwards Will 
Have His Eighth Year as Pastor 
of the Los Angeles African Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church—New Mis- 
sion to be Opened in This City. 


“Go preach the gospel, saith the Lord,” 
lined out the venerable Bishop Grant 
last night at the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church at Eighth street and 
Towne avenue, just before reading 
out the appointments for the preachers 
of the annual conference. 

“While thus you follow my command, 
I'm with you till the world shall end,” 
continued the bishop, with his voice 
broken with emotion, and after each 
few lines the great congregation, filled 
with the religious enthusiasm of the 
preceding service and sustained ey the 
tense interest in the location of the 
ministers for the ensuing year, caught 
up the words of the old hymn, and with 
the peculiar cadence of the singing of 
the negro race brought out the lines 
with swells and quaverg that were very 
effective. 

Then all the ministers of the confer- 
ence gathered around the bishop and 
knelt at the altar as prayed for 
their consecration to the work for the 
new year. With Gre and fervor the 
congregation gave responses to the 
petition raised, and there were shouts 
and sobs, exclamations of rejoicing and 
of-devotion in all parts of the audi- 
torium., 

This was the closing of the annual 
conference for California, which has 
been in session tn thig city the past 
week, under the superintendency of 
Bishop Abram Grant. The conference 
convened after the regular evening ser- 
Vice, and the congregation remained 
until it finally adjourned. 

Resolutions of thanks to the bishop 
and the various local entertainers were 
passed, and then, with a few touching 
words of exhortation to the ministers 
the bishop read the list of appoint- 
ments, as follows:

Several of the announcements were 
met with applause or exclamations of 
approval by the congregation, but it 
remained for the annov&ncement of the 
bishop of the appoifttMent of Dr. 
J. E. Edwards as general State mission- 
ary to bring forth a remarkable ova- 
tion from the people. 

This meant much ta the people of 
Los Angeles, as by it (hey were assured 
of- retaining their beloved pastor. It 
also showed how a persistent congrega- 
tion and a willing bishop can arrange 
matters So as to avoid the laws of the 
General. Conference, which places a 
five-year limit on the pastorate at any 
one point. 

Dr. Edwards served the old Azusa- 
street church for five years: and so 
successfully that his congregation was 
enabled to build the present pretty 
and commodious church on East Eighth 
street. Then, by sufferance of the 
bishops he was allowed t6é remain with 
the Los Angeles congregation for an- 
other two years; but this wag the 
limit, and to avoid sendifig away a 
pastor so ° well qualified for this peo- 
ple Bishop Grant hit upon the plan of 
appointing Dr. Edwards general mis- 
sionary with headquarters at Los An- 
geles, and leaving the Los Angeles 
church to be supplied. It is Mkely to 
remain in this condition for one year, 
and as the general missionary is em- 
powered to look after all churches not 
supplied with pastors, Dr. Edwards 
will continue his work in this city. 

Bishop Grant preached at the morn- 
ing service yesterday and ordained 
two candidates to deacon'’s orders. 
There Was an afternoon service and 
the public service last night was ad- 
dressed by Rev. O. WE. Jones of Oak- 
land. 

D. Jones spoke from Gallatians 6: 
14: “But God forbid that I should glory 
save in the cross of Jesus Christ, by 
whom the world Is crucified unto me 
and I unto the world.” This was a 
sermon full of evangelistic fire. and 
at its close there was a revival service 
in which several Candidates presented 
themselves at the altar. Then, with 
no intermission, the last session of the 


annual conference was called by Bish- 
op Grant,

Gom- 
pers refused to call a meeting for the 
consideration of the appeal, which 
means that as far as Gompers is con- 
cerned Iponnelly anust fight his own 
battles.

» Donnelly ls practically whipped now, 


and whipped thoroughly. It will be a 
Sreat victory for the packers, worth 
many times its cost to them. For 
years they have been annually harassed 
and made to suffer large financial 
losses by labor troubles instigated un- 
Warrantably by agitators and so-called 
“leaders,” whose living depends upon 
their ability to arouse animosity, make 
their men restless and etir up strife. 
Industrial peace would eliminate the 
labor “leader”—and none knows it bet- 
ter than he. Therefore he makes trou- 
ble, when there should be none. The 
“open shop” which, it is believed, the 
packers will insist upon, will avert 
much trouble for them in the future. 

The packers should stand fast, and 
demand unconditional surrender, upon 
such terms as they choose to make.

Story there is another, which tells in 
plain, clear and vigorous English what 
manner of man it is whose brain con- 
feives and executes the financial coups 
by which that vast sum, and others 
even greater, have been “made” by him 
and his associates.

They tell us 
that for forty-six years, day in and day 
out, without interruption, Blacksmith 
Swope of Des Moines, Iowa, has been 
swinging his hammer, blowing his bel- 
lows and making bis anvil ring cheer- 
ily and musically upon the air. 

Not a day did he remain away from 
his forge, except during the three 
years that he laid down his apron and 
tools to don the blue uniform and 
shoulder the musket of a Federal so!l- 
dier, to battle for his country. And 
when he had passed safely through 
that awful struggle, he returned to his 
smithy and again took up his hammer. 

Recently he retired, at the ripe old 
age of 76 years, but still hale and 
hearty, and with a modest litu for- 
tune of $50,000 to gladden 1%; last 
years. 

And all his townspeople speak kindly 
to him as they pass, and smile at him, 
and say good things of him to others, 
and revere him and honor him. He 
has only $50,000—but it is his, all his, 
honestly earned; and there’s not an- 
other man can justly lay claim to a 
single dollar of it. His anvil-song 
mever sang the requiem over the new- 
made grave of the suicide; the glow of 
his forge never disclosed the vision of 
wrecked homes end fortunes; and 
there is none to heap curses upon his 
little old shop, as there are thousands 
to fling amathemas at Wall street.

Labor Union Tyranny. 

N A SERMON of much practical 

value, delivered yesterday morning 

before his congregation at the First 
Presbyterian Church, Rev. Dr. Frank 
Talmage discoursed on “Labor's 
tions.” Dr. Talmage has just returned 
from his vacation. 

In his discourse the preacher dwelt 
forcibly upon the three subjects which 
he deemed of greatest importance in 
reference to the American working- 
man. These are the tyranny of union- 
ism, the danger from cheap foreign la- 
bor, and the struggle for lucre which 
is involving weak women and young 
girls in its toils. Dr. Talmage said, in 
part: 

“Labor's afflictions! We first find 
them in the American laborer being 
compelled to compete for work in a4 
home market that is glutted with for- 
éign immigrants. We find them in the 
great army of invaders, which, each 
year, disembarks at Bedloe’s Island, 
New York's Castle Garden of the pres- 
ent day. We find them In the impover- 
ished Italians, and the Bobemlans, and 
the Portuguese, and in the human off- 
scourings of Europe, who each yvwar 
come to our manufacturers, and foun- 
drymen, and contractors, and say: ‘Let 
me handle your pick; ‘Let me lay your 
asphalt pavement;’ ‘Let me dig your 
mines;’ ‘Let me chop your wood;’ ‘Let 
me work in your foundries.” ‘We are 
foreigners. We do not intend to be- 
come citizens of the United States. As 
s00N as We can gave up a little money, 
we intend to return to our native land 
and live there. But, meantime, we will 
work cheaper than any American man 
can work. Why? Because our living 
expenses are practically nothing. We 
will live in dugouts, We will eat food 
that no American family would eat. 
We will buy no books, and will wear 
the cheapest clothing. As a result of 
these conditions of diving, we can 
crowd your American workmen to the 
wall.’ 

“Labor's next great affliction is to be 
found in the absurd and tyrannical de- 
mands made by some labor unions, 
which seem to have the suicidal policy 
of antagonizing capital at all times and 
under all pretexts and of widening the 
breach between capital and labor with 
the result that labor itself is the heavi- 
est sufferer through their insane fol- 
lies. The most brutal tyrant the south- 
ern negro knew in ante-bellum days 
was not the white man, but the negro 
himself, who was made the overseer of 
the plantation. In the same way in 
many cases the most brutal tyrant the 
laboring man has today is not the capi- 
talist, but the ‘walking delegate,’ or 
the mercenary political trickster, who, 
as a jaboring man, manipulates the ex- 
ecutive committees which govern the 
labor uniong for their own ruin. Of 
coufse this indictment is not universal 
in its application, There are many. hon- 
est and upright and beneficent laoor 
organizations, like that of which the 
late Mr. Arthur was the president, 
namely, the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. Mr. Arthur brought that 
organization up to such perfection that 

not only looked after the interests 
the ownfrs of the different railroads, 
but after the interests of the engineers 
themselves, There... are many cleur- 
brained, sagacious and noble-minded 
labor leaders, whose object is not to 
disorganize the labor market, but to 
steady it, 80 that the em- 
ployer as well as the m- 
ployed may have thelr 
do not believe in strikes for the labor- 
ing man,’ sald Terefice V. Powderly 
a few months ago. ‘It is true, we had 
some, when I was at the head of the 
Knights of Labor, but we settled 1100 
labor disputes without strikes, Indeed, 
I might say we prevented over 1000 
strikes.’ Yet, ‘strange to say, where 
there has been one able and sagacious 
labor leader, whose chief object seemed 
to have been to make every man do his 
honest quota of work and get his just 
puy, there have been many whose chief 
object has been to find out how little 
they can permit a laborer to do and 
how much they can make an employer 
pay without jiterally breaking his back. 
Such men are an incubus on labor, Like 
the old man of the sea who sat on the 
neck of Sinbad, they sit heavily upd) 
the workingman’s shoulders, impeding 
his progress and involving him tn end- 
less disputes and trouble. The sooner 
he rids himself of such encumbrance 
the better. 

“The world, by every law of juatice, 
owes every man, woman and child a 
living, if they are ready to work for 
it. But God never intended some peo- 
ple to work for a living in certain ways 
any more than He intended a colt 6 
months old to do the work of a well- 
developed draft horse. He never in- 
tended young boys and girls to leave 
school before their time, or wives and 
daughters to labor as farm hands tin 
the fields, when there are sturdy 
fathers and brothers, physically able 
to bear the brunt of the work under 
the noontide sun. Yet everywhere we 
see strong men, able-bodied men, who 
want to work, and yet who are unable 
to find employment, because the work 
that they should do is being done by 
women who ought to be at home car- 
ing for the household. This condition 
is a menace not only to the American 
labor market, but to the American 
home and family. Both must suffer by 
the substitution of women and giris 
for men and boys in the factories and 
stores of our land. The natural place 
for woman ia the home. It is there 
that the qualities with which God has 
endowed her, find their proper exercise. 
To be the wife and mother, to make 
the house a home by her sweet and re- 
fining influence, to train the children 
to be good and wise men and virtuous 
women by a mother’s love and care— 
these are the services she alone can 
render, and if she deserts that duty 
it will go undone, and this country will 
lose its mora) tone. Tiere is no com- 
pensation known to man for the lack of 
a mother’s beneficent influence on her 
children. 

“I yleld to no man in my admiration 
for the girl who, being left fatherless, 
and having no brothers capable of 
earning a livelihood for the bereaved 
goes forth to toll for the 
support of her widowed mother and 
her fatherless brothers sisters. 


-Many a noble gitl is doing that, and 


deserves to be honored for her con- 
duct. Many a girl, unsought in mar- 
riage, seeing her father gradually los- 


ing by age his capacity for work, takes 


up the burden of helping to provide for 


‘the family, which he is no longer able 
te bear alone. All honor to her for the 


assistance she is rendering. and for tne 
sympathy and reverence for her pur- 
ents which she displays in relieving 
them of care and anxiety. Many a 


widow, clinging to her children, and | 


shrinking from the pain of having 
them scattered in the charitable homes 
of relatives or friends, finds employ- 
ment, by which she can support and 
educate them and fit them for their 
duty in life. God bress and help all 
such, and give them the strength they 
need for their arduous lot! They 
should have our hearty sympathy and 
our cordial help in their self-sacrificing 
labor,” 


A Tired World. 

At the First Congregational Church 
Rev. Warren F. 
Day, D.D.. pastor emeritus, preached 
hie last sermon before taking his vaca- 
tion, which will be In the East, via 
the Canadian Pacific, taking in the fair 


yat St. Louis, and several important na- 


tional meetings of his denomination. 
He said, during his discourse: 

“This is a tired world. This old globe 
is not thred. The sea and the winds 
are not tired, though they have 
moaned as though in misery and roared 
as in rage for ages. Nor is there weari- 
ness in the hands which hung the 
earth upon nothing, and spread out 
the north over the empty place; nor 
lu the fingers which rear the forests, 
fashion their foliage, wake the morn- 
Ing and curtain the evening. God ‘s 
not tired; though there is nefther flash 
nor flight, sound nor shadow which 
does not spring from His hand. 

“But for man this is a tired world. 
Not always. There ie a time when he 
rejoices in tasks and exults in wrest- 
iing. The grandest achievements in our 
civilization spring not so much from 
an imperious necessity as from an im- 
Pperial impulse of creative evergy; 4 
sense of vigor which climbs over, or 
digs through the mountain, when vne 
might simply sit and gaze at its un- 
touched heights. But some time there 
comes to most men a sensé of weight 
and weariness. 

“This is a tired world through phys- 
ical weariness. In this land of push 
and rush, there is often a strain of 
nerve and sinew which sleep does not 
restore. And there is nfuch brain wear- 
Iness. In iteelf. brain labor is delight- 
ful. There is joy in sweeping on with 
the marshaled forces of the mind from 
headiand to height. But the most 
healthful brain can be overwrought. 
The mind may yet be an intangible 
mystery, .but there is no mystery in 
the depression which often comes of 
too intense and protracted thinking. 
And expenditure of brain energy often 
makes little show. Gladstone never 
made less show pf mental might than 
when he carried the welght of the 
British Empire on his brain. The street 
worker, lugging at his heavy toll, of- 
ten little dreamed what Philip Armour, 
creating ahd managing his immense 
cattle, grain and trangporting busi- 
ness, carried under his hat. 

“And th‘'s is a tired world through 
heart weariness. Most of you know 
what that means. The currents of your 
life have not always run smoothiy. 
Many of your noblest efforta have 
failed; those whose interests led you 
to expect their cotiperation, did not co- 
—— some of th whom, in all 
kindness you tried to help} would not be 
heiped, And in many ways you have 
teen disappointed in yourself. Misrep- 
resentation and betrayed confidence 
cannot always be met with a smile. 
These things hurt, and what hurts 
wearies. 

“It is not far to find how this ia a 
ttred world throuzh the foolish exhas- 
tion of the powers of enjoyment 
through dissipation; the fruitiess at- 
tempt to feed the soul on sensual imn- 
dulgences. It is the endeavor of the 
book of Eccleciasties to describe, the 
means of emptying life of all sense 
of good; of leaving it wearied and 
wasted. As effectual in Its weariness, is 
the habit of discontent; that cherished 
spirit which looks on the dark side; 
multiplies ite grievances and tries to 
a * on the wind. 

“What help is there for those who 
see only a tired world? whose cry is 
continually, ‘who will show us any 


“Physical rest. The real toller must 
have recuperation. As essential is the 
habit of seeing the bright side, of count- 
ing the mercies rather than the mis- 
erles of life; the habit of trust in God. 
And there is great restfuiness, when 
it ig comprehentied, In the thought 
that this is not our rest and our in- 
heritance., This is Indeed a wonderful 
} world. It has room, time and inspira- 
tion for magnificent achievements. it 
is God's world, and He made no mis- 
takés in making ft. Yet, at its best, 
ic is only a wayside world. The Creator 
did not mean that it should be more 
than that, So, we never see each other 
here at our best, and never shall: This 
present world is only the oak tn the 
acorn period, Of course it does not sat- 
infy what is waking within us. God 
projected us on a scale which infinitely 
outreaches our present environment; 
invaluable for the present, totally 
adequate for what is yet to break forth 
within us. Thank God that the oak out- 
grows the acorn; that there is in us a 
mighty sense of want which can be 
satisfied only in the vastness of the 
thinking, occupations and service and 
worship of the great Forever tn the 
unhampered empire of the Almighty. 
Thank God for that foregieam which 
moved one of old to cry in joyfulness, 
‘) shall be satisfied when wake in 
Thy lUkeness.’”

Hence the 
conclusions are in error, and while the 
may interest and puzzle the unlearned, 
and enlist the unwary on their side. 
yet In time the weak points of every 
philosophy not based ogee absolute 
truth will be discovered by the honest 
and intelligent critic, when the false 
teaching will begin to topple until! 
a the whole system falls into the 

ust. 

“The inquiring mind of the present 
age is slowly disclosing to the world 
the fact that mankind im every age 
has gone to seed before ripe upon all 
social and spiritual questions, and 
therefore no system of teaching has 
ever been instituted that completely 
satisfies human cravings, end the un- 
folding Intelligence of the race Hence 
we find that old systems wil! continue 
to pass away, and be supplanted hy 
new, until the balance of power in 
human intelligence shall be able io 
rise to the supreme task of compre- 
hending and making practical a sys- 
tem of teaching based upon the prin- 
ciple of life advocated and matntained 
by universal law, which seeks the 
greatest good to all, with the highest 
respect for every individual's interest. 
Then mankind will mature upon the 
earth through the unfoldment of his 
natural gifts, in the exercise of all the 
powers of his Intelligence. Then he

things which arise from the advancing 
intelligence of the present, the pro- 
gramme of humanity and of history is 
still forward. Progrg¢ss in ail the 
things which have to do with man. is 
still the great programme, and in re- 
gard to tha which has to do with his 
temporal welfare, hia social environ- 
mem, his spiritual vision, and hs en-

They call it a tong among 
themselves amd say that one-half of 
the male population of China belongs 
to it.

OF A BLIND MAN. 


WITHOUT ASSISTANCE HE WORKS 
A PROMISING MINE. 


Rigged up Wires from Cabin to 
Shaft to Guide His Movements, 
Hoists His Own Ore, Fires His 
Own Shots and Even Kills Rattle- 
snakes With Go'd Quartz.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Sept. 3.—Mohave 
Ariz., has produced many 
includ- 
ing, besides rare ores, a specimen of a 
woman who mined her own claim and 
a college-bred man who,alone and in- 
experienced, sank two 200-foot shafts, 
selling for a yound price a mine on 
which no man save himself had ever 
worked. But the best example yet 
furnished of frontier pluck is that of 
Henry Ewing, a blind’ man, who is 
camping out alone on the desert and 
who alone is sinking a shaft on his 
own mine. 

The case is one of utmost pathos. 
Ewing is one of the oldest residents — 
of northwestern Arizona, a man _ of 
education alid refinement and of large 
knowledge in mines and minerais. A 
few months ago he became blind. ,. 
Nothing daunted, he has returned to 
his mine, the Nixie, near Vivian, and 
has resumed work upon it, single- 
handed.

FEARFUL TALE OF ROBBERY AND 
ATTEMPTED MURDER.

Redondo Visitor, Badly Done up by 

the Strenuosity of the Town, Avers 

That Human Demons Pilfered His_ 
Cash and Afterward Plotted to 

Take His Life. 


A strange story of robbery was told 
by L. K. Kustler of Redondo, when 
taken to the Receiving Hospital] at 3:30 
o'clock yesterday morning, bleeding 
profusely from cuts about the head and 


ij face. Kustler was found lying uncon- 


scious in a yard at the corner of Col- 
lege and Buena Vista streets by Officer 
Leon. When his senses returned the 
injured man declared that he had been 
followed by two men who had beaten 
and robbed him of every cent he pos- 
sessed, after which they discussed 
plans to murder him, so that he might 
not inform against them, 

Lying half unconscious the man says 
he heard the plots for his destruction, 
but he was too weak to cry out fur 
help Just why the men failed to ex- 
ecute their plans, the victim does not 
know, as he lost consciousness until 
the policeman aroused him. He says 
the robbers secured $12 in money and 
some jewelry. 

Kustler’s story is discredited by de- 


terday, as the man made conflicting 
statements when closely questioned. 
Kustier admitted that he drank and 
played cards in a saloon at the corner 
of San Fernando and Ord streets, and 
that he made several purchases of 
wearing apparel before he was robbed. 
He left Redondo with $15, and when 
found his pockets were turned inside 
out. He was very drunk. Detectives 
think the man might have been “rolled” 
by hobos, but they take little stock in 
the “attempted murder.” His injuries 
are not serious: Kustier appears to be
